Now the people can use the A-B-C-D-E 
coupons on the top of their ration card 
issued when sugar was restricted. These 
emergency coupons are now to be used 
for the rationing of the beverages which 
went into effect on M 

One ounce of tea 
ounces of coffee for the same period is 
permitted but not . both. It is expected 
that the ration will provide twelve and a 
half cups of either beverage each week. 

The extension of the rationing system 
to tea and coffee is for the same purpose, 
conservation of the supplies on hand so 
that there may be no shortage. 

With the honor system in vogue Cana- 
dians have had the opportunity to put 
themselves to the test of limiting their tea 
consumption to one half and their use of 
coffee to three quarters of their normal 


per week or four 


The ration system naturally provides 
for an equitable division of the supplies 
of the beverages, 

Tea is the beverage harder hit, because 
it comes from the East where Japanese 
aggression hag 80 intensified the struggle 
and this has created a grave menace to 
shipping. Coffee comes from South Amer- 
ica but the shorter distance is still over a 
hazardous route. 

Phe people of Canada now begin to feel 
the pinch of war with tea, coffee and 
sugar on the rationed list and the restrict- 
ions on rubber and the rationing of gaso- 
line and various limitations on manufact- 
ured goods. They have fared extremely 
well so far and will gladly accept the 
restraints put upon the purchase of the 
beverage articles and sugar.

"Since the begimMing of. 1942 the walls 
of Warsaw, buildings have frequently 
been covered with large yellow. Nazi 
written in.Polish. . The. posters, 
headed im heavy black type, “The Fuehrer 
Said,” consist of quotations from Hitler’s 
Jatest speeches, boasting about the trium- 
phant march of the German army east- 
ward, about the heroic flight of German 
pilots over Russia and England, and 80 on. 
The Polish underground movement was 
quick to answer these posters. One day 
“unknown” -hands pasted small cards 
over all the posters, on which the follow- 
ing mocking verse was printed: 

“The Fuehrer bragged with insolence 

That in February the Russian winter 
would be over, 
But he did not know that even if he could 
shorten the winter 
No German would come back alive from 
Russia.” : 

The Germans removed these cards, but 
they invariably reappeared on the follow- 
ing day. 

Soon a more ambitious plan was under- 
taken. One lovely spring day the walls of 
‘Warsaw were covered with new “yellow 
Nazi posters.” The first words read as 
usual: “The Fuehrer said.” Below follow- 
ed quotations from Hitler’s speeches, but 
selected so cleverly that al] the nonsense 
and inconsistencies of his boasts and 
claims stood glaringly emphasized. There, 
for allto read,° were the promises that 
Hitler made and never fulfilled—the 
boast that England and Russia would be 
conquered before the winter of 1941, that 
the war would end before Christmas, 
1941, and so on. 2

lest some “‘unknown” hand dare damage 
or tear down the posters, All day long the 

. Peles smiling read what ‘The Fuehrer 
Said.” It was not until jate in the evening 
that the Nazi authorities understood that 
they had been duped by the Polish 
Underground. Gestapo agents in uniform 
dispersed the crowds and hurried through 
the streets. feverishly tearing down the 
compromising ‘‘official’’ posters,

Ottawa, Aug. 18 —(CP)— Tables 
are going to employers across 
Canada this weekend to facilitate 
income tar deductions from thelr 
employees’ pay envelopes beginning 
the first payday in September, 
Revenue Minister Gibson an- 
nounced today at a press confer- 


ence. . 
There wil] be tus sets of tables 
—one each for employees paid by 
the day, by the week, and by the 
month. Employers who pay every 
two weeks will double the weekly 


of deducting an equal amount from 
each pay for 12 months to pay 90 
per cent of the employee's income 
tax based on his income in the 
calendar year 1942. 

The deductions will be reduced by 
the defence tax an employee has 
paid between January and August 
this year, Deductions also will be 
reduced up to 90 per cent of the 
refundable or savings portion of the 
tax by savings the taxpayer makes 
directly by payment of life insur- 
ance premiums, superannuation 
payments, principal peyments on 
mortgages and tredes union pay- 
ment, other than dues. No savings 
in excess of the refundable tax 
wilt be counted. 


, 10 P. C Margin 

Mr. Gibson explained that the 
reason the deductions are based on 
90 ‘per cent instead of the full in- 
come tax is that the taxpayer 
might make unforseen contribu- 
thons to charitable organizations or 
have doctor’s bills or other expendi- 
tures which would entitle him to a 
reduction in hig total tax. The 10- 
per cent margin would cover many 
of these. 

The employee must file with his 
employer before Sept. 1 a form 
known as T. D. 1 setting out 
whether he ig married, his depend- 
ents, and the amount of his savings 
for 1942 which qualify to be set 
against the refundable tax. 

Forms Available Seon: 

These forms will be at the post 
offices and revenue tax offices 
within the next few days. Offices 
within one day's mail distance from 
Ottawa should have them available 
tomorrow. 

It will be to the tax-payer’s ad- 
vantage to get this form inon time, 
the Minister sald, because if it 1s 
not filed with the employer, deduc- 
tions from his pay will be on the 
basis that the employee is unmar- 
ried and is putting aside no sav- 
ings. Persons who are single with- 
out dependents and are putting aside 
no savings are the only class who 
need not fille these returns.

Lignite Fuel 

The people of Ontario wit wateh with 
much interest the development of the 
lignite field near Cochrane. Lignite ie the 
second stage of coa] formation, the first 
being peat and the third bituminous coal 
and the fourth aathractte. . 

Quite a number of years ago when coal 
was geareo there was a considerable 
_amount of substitutes used, even peat 
: being brought here and sold. Many per- 
sons have buened bituminous coal and ate 
burning it, and hard coal is in general 
demand where there is not oil heating. 

In the year 1988 tests were made of the 
Onakawana deposits of lignite and it was 
found valuable as fuel. Not long ago 
lignite was tried in T, and N. O. locomo- 
tives and also used in a northern town’s 
high school, rink and railway freight 
sheds for heating. 

Lignite requires a processing as it has a 
high moisture content. . 

The fuel will be burned on the T. and 
WN. O. railway and- in Northern Ontario} 
plants and houses.

Wall of Flame Saves Malta Convoy 
From Stuka and Torpedo Attacks 





The following first detailed ac- 

- count of the great convoy battle 
of the Mediterranean last week 
4s written by a correspondent 
of the Exchange Telegraph 
News Agency who was on the 
British Aircraft Carrier Eagle, 
sunk early in the action. The 
convoy reached Malta after the 
sinking of the Eagle and the 
Cruiser Manchester. 

(By ARTHUR A. THORPE) 

Gibraltar, Aug. 16 (AP)—Today I 
heard details of the terrific air at- 
tacks launched against the convoy 
of merchant ships on its way te 
Succor gallant Malta. j 

Hundreds of Axis planes were 
flung into the fight to prevent the 
much-needed supplies and rein- 
forcements from reaching the Is- 
land. But only @ small proportion 
sent thelr bombs and torpedoes at 
the great armada owing to the mag- 
nificent work of the fleet' alr arm 
fighter planes. . 

High - level bombers, torpedo 
planes and stukas came out in huge 
formations from sir bases in Sar- 
dinia and Sicily, but a cordon of 
constantly-circling fighters smash- 
ed up attack after attack and sent 
the bombers scu: & to their bas- 
es, thelr bombs /exploding harm- 
lessly In the sea many miles from 
the ships. 

I was in the Eagle, a unit of one 
of the largest British warship for- 
ces ever to sall down the Mediter- 
Tanean. Merchant ships plodded 
resolutely along over the blue sun- 

waters of the Mediterranean. 

Battleships, cruisers, aircraft car- 
riers and many destroyers enclosed 
them in outer and inner rings of 
hundreds of long and short range 


‘anti-aircraft guns, while the car- 


Tiers’ fighters roared around out of 
sight awaiting en enemy onslaught. 

The Eagle was sunk when we 
were nearing the edge of the battle 
zone. Some of her fighters’ were 
in the alr at the time and flew on- 


te one of the other carriers. 

The first air attack came five 
hours after the Eagle was sunk. An 
Officer in a battleship which re- 
turned to Gibraltar told me that 
four Junkers 88s evaded fighters 
and dived on his ship. Anintense 
barrage gf shells pumped up at 
them spoiled thelr alm and their 
bombs exploded in the sea. 

“We knew that large formations 
Were all around us,” the officer 
said. “but the carriers’ fighters were 
wonderful in splitting up enemy 
formations and driving them. off. 

“Axis planes never managed to 
reach us in really strong numbers. 
Wednesday about 9:30 a.m. twenty 
big twin-engined bombers carried 
out a high-level attack. They all 
dropped bombs. One fell very near 
a merchant’ship. She was dam- 
aged and her engines stopped. 
(Soon afterwards she started again.) 

“Then we saw about a dozen tor- 
pedo bombers coming in on the 
starboard side close to the-sea. We 
had a surprise for them which they 
showed no liking for. We put up 
a barrage with high explosive shells. 
T have pever seen anything like it. 
Our shells were exploding in a huge 
wall of flame, smoke and flying 
splinters. The planes made no 
attempt to face such a colossal bar- 
Tage. They turned away. We saw 
no torpedo attacks. 

“Later twenty Stukas broke thru’ 
and screamed down at the ships.

There was, also, no 
neuroticism among fire-fighters and other 
defence workers.

In direct comparison to this we read in 
dispatches from a German medical journ- 
al that “‘bomb-shelter nerves” had be- 
come quite prevalent in Germany, with in- 
creased nervous tension apparent 
throughout the nation. 

The. author states that the use of 
sedatives and sleeping drugs in the Reich 
has. reached “unbearable” proportions 
constituting as great a danger to the popu- 
jation as alcoholism. He blames the British 
raids for Jack of care provided for work- 
ers by their employers. 

‘We can infer from these reports that 
British nerves are better than the Nazis in 
standing the strain of bombings. “If the 
Allies can keep up their bombings on the], 
scale that they were begun some time ago 
we can-expect there will be a resulting 
decrease in morale and marked drop in 
production of' war production from this 
factor alones. 

* American correspondents who have 
written- that they could observe little 
change in the German people from the 
effects of bombing were speaking from 
their observations made before the British 
embarked on their new policy.

He wil} help them to do what Defence 
Minister Ralston sees as the duty of Cana- 
dians at home when he said on Wednes- 
day: 

“It is ours to be worthy of our young 
men, of the youths whd fought today at 
Dieppe and, who, with the same ardour 
and. stoutness of heart, face with confi- 
dence the battles of the future. So it must 
never be said of us that we gave them 
cause to falter . . . The real test of 
whether the price was great or small lies 
in the hearts of the people of Canada. 
Against the cost there has to be placed 
the right of men and women and little 
children to live in freedom as compared 
with the prospect of enslavement and de- 
generation under the heel of German 
tyrants.” 

The war correspondent helps to bring 
to everyone a sense of his duty as he com- 
prehends what the. forces in the army, 
navy and air force are doing for Canada, 
Britain and the world.

Manpower’s Total Effort 

Prime Minister King outlined in his 
speech the other night plans for the most 
comprehensive and effective organization 
of the people of Canada for the’ war. 

This policy will immediately affect all 
but the very old, the very young and the 
disabled. 

_+ The government is determined as far 

-as is humanly possibly to make sure that 
the best use is made of the services of all 
. men and women and that every able- 
bodied man undertakes some form of 
essentia] service, in the armed forces, in 
war production or in a vital civilian 
capacity. : 

‘The Prime Minister stressed the neces- 
sity that the. demands of the services of 
men and women should be kept in 
balance. 

Measures are to be taken to secure in- 
formation on the availability of workers 
and there will be a registration of wome: 
in September. 

He said that the employment of women, 
not previously employed, increases the 
manpower resources of Canada and it was 
pointed out that apart from the new gen- 
eration of young men available each year 
the total manpower for ll essential 
needs can be increased by the em- 
ployment of women. It is also increased 
by the shifting of men from non-essential 
civilian tasks to more essential activities. 
So non-essential activities should be curb- 
ed or eliminated, the government has de- 
cided. The director of nationa) selective 
service will direct into’ the most useful 
channels the manpower released from 
non-essential civilian activities. Workers 
who change from one occupation to an- 


other of more vital war work will be] 


assured of reinstatement in their previous 
employment. New controls are to be put 
to work/and the Prime Minister appealed 
to every Canadian willingly and cheer- 
fully to accept such controls and direction. 
He said that it is the sumtotal of individ- 
ual service that counts and that no service 
efficiently rendered is too small to help 
tilt the balance towards victory.

The book is a souvenir that Norwe- 

-gians will cherish as it enshrines their 

king and their country. It has great his- 
toric importance for it is fotmded on 
records, It is illustrated with hundreds of 
photographs. . 

The German invasion was a Violation of 
the Norwegian people’s belief in them- 
selves and their ideal that Norway should 
be built on law. 

Out of the great worth of the Norwe- 

. gian people has come the resistante to the 
invader—the home front- and the war 
front from outside. King Haakon has 
became the “Saga King.”’ In the darkest 
hours he stayed with his ' forces while 
the Hun tried to kill him. He is king 
indeed, King of Norway at war. with the 
aggressor. Today he stands as the symbol 
of freedom and the constitution and‘ the 
incarnation of Norway’s nationhood. 

Norway has her airforce, she has her 
army abroad and she has her ships which 
ply the Seven Seas, all in service for the 
United Nations and the restoration of 
freedom to their country and other lands

Reindcer pot roast and pot pie were 
delicacies. 

» The motors on our plane froze. 
It took every Eskimo in town to 
get us thawed out and off again. 

The Siberian coast was only 
thirty miles away. We flew over it 
and then headed for Nome and 
tater back to Fairbanks, 

One of the last outposts I visited 
was Annette Islands. A remark- 
able engineering job has been ao- 
complished at Annette.  . 

Our boys are doing a magnificent 
job up there.
